"In J891 the Texas Pacific railroad com 


p»uy, which had become posJtssed of a fran* 
chlse to construct a line from Meiuphia to tl 
Paso, with a giant of I»nds from, the state of 
Tex", obtained from cougiess an »ct empower 
Ineit to continue the liuefrouiEl Paio through 
New Mexico »nd Arizona to fa»n Diego in 
Califonii<wlth a Rr»»t of 15,000,000 acres of 
land in these terrltorie», -valued at J40,ooo,- 
CUO. Thia-larid was given for ths p^-tcti ef 
s«curinK a o*i<bcoutlnnn'ai jine in opposition 
to the Union *nd Central Pacific, with tliu
